CABOU did talk some about hiiaoclf end about 
the possibility that he nay be offered a two-grade promotion to take a job with 
CAVATA.

5. Soviet Ice Hockey Tcamt CADOLv mentioned an incident involving an 
attnpt by an emigre to distribute propaganda material to members of a Soviet 
hockey tain which visited Germioch* The incident resulted in charges being 
placed against a German who allowed himself to become Involved in an illegal 
search of the emigre's hotel room, (See Contact Reports 165 and 166*) 

6* Oswald KAVZALLAs This topic was discussed throughout the month* CA3CLT 
► provided information on the recruitment of KAtfUIA by the FIS and promised a 

1 copy of a complete statement by KA&LLA's wife* 

7* Danylo CHAYKOVSKIYi CABGLT gave us sow information on the bomb which 
\ CHAXK073LIY received through the mail and added that there is some speculation 

that the bomb vas sent by SHUHA-100. In talking about this matter, CABQLT 
revealed that he believes that 5HUDA-100 Is controlled by KUQARK. (See Contact 
Report #167.) 

8* W/T Operations: CABOLT submitted cone specific material on this problem. 

[ (The items were forwarded as References B, C and 3.) 

J 9m CABOLT* e Plans: Concerning his own future, CABOLT said that he has been 

* offered a good promotion to take over the CAVAIA school. His local superiors 

^ are now trying to get him a one-grado pronotion to keep him In Munich. For 

various reasons, CABOLT would prefer to stay where he is. (See Contact Report 

#168.) 



10. Police Officials: During one conversation, CABQLT provided further 

personality Information on various Munich and Bavarian police officials and on 
the changes soon to take place In CAVIRIL and the Bavarian L&A. (See Contact 
Report #168.) 



11. Peter TIAXARt At the end of the month, dABQLT g3ve us information 
on the beginning of an operation run by the UdB to kidnap TLAKAR, a former 
Yugoslav IS captain, who defected and has been living in Bavaria. This operation 
was taken over by GDOPAL, who claimed to have had contact to TLAKAR. (Sec 
Contact Reports 168 and 16? .) 

12. AEMGNOCLEt Per instructions in DIR-17082, CABOLT was briefed on our 
knowledge of AH10NOCIJ5 and was encouraged to study available material and devise 
a method of coping with AQiONOCIS* CABOLT promised that he would see what his 
office could do* We also gave CABOLT the AQiASCARA operation and a lead on an 
MfS agent living in Zwiesel who did not appear readily exploitable by KUBARK.

Two of 
the Soviets accompanying ths teem become upset at this activity and pro- 
tested to the president of the German Ioe Sport Association. The Soviets 
somehow persuaded the president to accompany then to VDLXDV’s hotel root, 
where they conducted a search and confiscated some propaganda material and a 
lint of personnel who were VOUCOV’e co-workers* Because the search was 
illegal, chargee have been preferred against the German sports club president* 
He ie to be tried and it is expected that he will be heavily fined or 
sentenced to a year In jail* CABOLT said he would get us the names of the 
two Soviets involved.

CAVIRIL has not been able to run a Mtiafaetety interrogation of Mrs* 2AKALIA, 
because she still thinks that berhnaband was working for the AIS and CAVIRIL 
has not been able to reveal that they know that it was the FES* Mrs* K A M ALL A 
believes that the AIS was involved because the nan who introduced the cose 
officer to KAHULA was EUiAUA’s close friend, Tm HERZIO. HStZIO'e brother- 
In-law, fna RADIER, was formerly In contact with the AIS* RADLER was arrested 
and imprisoned in the CSR but eventually returned to Germany, where he woe 
debriefed by the AIS* The EWAlU'a knew of the AIS contact to RADIER and 
because of the relationship between RADLER sad HERZIO, Mrs* KAWALLA concluded 
that KERZIO's case officer friend must also be from the AIS* The case officer 
never did anything to dispell this illusion.

KD 2 
is now is on the investigation of the bor biug and It has been determined that 
the bemb wa- nailed from the same point in Frankfurt from which the Hfitthus 
CEJWAK bomb was mailed. There are some who believe that the bomb was sent by 
SHUHA-100, since CHAYK0V3KIT had previously received two threatening letters 
from SHUBA-100. After explaining this, CABOLT add, "Since SHUBA-100 is 
controlled by you, or by GDTOKE, would you check and see what the SHUBA-100 
personnel are saying about the attack"? [Z ZZZ thought a minute and then 
suggested that if BANDERA is redly slipping so badly, it looks Just as 
possible that the bomb originated with the Banderlets, who set out to get 
attention and sympathy for themselves by making it look as though someone was 
trying to put them out of business.
